Bate  president  Diane  Hatch  urges  students  who  have 
>tion  or  opinions  on  the  bills  to  contact  their  senators 
j during  the  day.  If  necessary,  she 
■ said,  the  senate  will  be  opened 
I as  a committee  of  the  whole  and 
; public  comments  taken  at  the 
; meeting.  It  will  be  held  at  7:15 
p.m.  in  210  McKay. 

SENATOR  ELEANOR  Beth- 
, sold  will  introduce  a resolution 
I recommending  eight  rules  to  be 
I incorporated  into  the  forthcom- 
ing  bicycle  code. 

' The  resolution  provides  that 
J there  be  no  bicycle  riding  on  the 
asphalt  sidewalk  leading  to  Heri- 
tage Halls;  that  on  the  ramp 
leading  from  Helaman  Halls  to 
upper  campus  there  be  a double 
I white  line  painted,  which  shall 
[divide  the  ramp  so  that  one- 
j third  of  the  width  be  reserved 
[for  bicycle  use. 

THE  BILL  would  open  the 
ramp  south  of  the  library  to  bi- 
cycle traffic,  and  close  sidewalks 
of  the  quad  during  breaks  be- 
tween classes. 

However,  quad  sidewalks 
would  be  open  before  7 a.m.  and 
after  5 p.m.  Senator  Bethsold’s 
resolution  would  also  stop  bi- 
! cycle  traffic  on  the  ramp  leading 
! from  the  Y Bell  tower  to  the

“Since  the  establishment  of  a 
junior  college  would  mean  the 
expenditure  for  capital  improve- 
ments of  millions  of  dollars,  its 
location  is  of  prime  importance,” 
added  Ur.  Wilkinson. 

THE  CHURCH  does  have 
great  faith  in  the  Phoenix  area, 
and  is  impressed  with  the  friend- 
ly, constructive  attitude  and  re- 
ligious tolerance  of  its  citizens,’* 
continued  the  BYU  executive. 

“We  are  grateful  to  Governor 
Fannin  and  other  public  officials 
of  Arizona  for  having  made  it 
manifest  that  they  would  wel- 
come the  establishment  of  such 
a college  in  Arizona,”  concluded 
the  president. 

DR.  WILKINSON  also  noted 
that  “continuing  operational 
costs  will  mean  a substantial  sav- 
ing in  educational  expenses  to 
the  citizens  of  whatever  state  is 
finally  decided  upon  for  the  lo- 
cation of  the  college.”
